. Taxes Shatter 
"All Past Records 


Up to the first installment dead- 
line San Bernardino county's 1945- 
46 property tax payments totaled 
$5,399,753, which is the highest in 
the history of the county, accord- 
ing to Sherman G. Batchelor, tax 
collector. 

Mr. Batchelor said last year at 
this time the total collection 
amounted to $4,777,448, which was 
all-time record then. The pay- 
ments this year exceed the 1944 
totals by $622,000 end established 
a new record, 

The total tax charge for 1945-46 
is $622,000, which is cxactly the 
same as the payment increase over 
1944-45. The tax charge this year 
is $7,462,629) another _ record- 
breaking figure. 

More property owners have paid 
both the first and second instali- 
ments at the same time than ever 
before, Mr. Batchcior reported. A 
tetal of $2,062,876 remains: to be 
paid on the 1945-46 charge. : .
